Specific grounds for the action or 
the ultimate disposition of the mon- 
astery’s monks was not known, 

It was reported without confirma- 
tion that other monasteries have 
been occupied similarly throughout 
Austria in recent weeks, to become 
barracks for the Elite Guards (SA), 
the Storm Troops (8S) and the 
Hitler Youth. 9 

Entrances to the Serviten Mon- 
astery were closely controlled by

Crowds m Marien Theresien 
Street, where the monastery is sit- 
uated, watched trunks and furni- 
ture being carted away in trucks 
by uniformed Nazi party members. 
The SA and SS men made a minute 
search of the monastery. 

The monks appeared in groups of 
two or three at intervals of 20 min- 
utes to half an hour, carrying hand 
baggage.

Madrid, Nov. 3 (UP).—A six-inch 
fascist shell tore a three-foot hole 
in the American embassy building 
last night, wrecking the bedroom 
normally occupied by the American 
ambassador and destroying valuable 
pictures and furniture.

A guard at the street door of the 
building was wounded in the head 
by ‘shrapnel. 

The American embassy building 
has been abandoned for many 
months by the ambassador, Claude 
G. Bowers, who maintains his head- 


The embasy building here is occu- 
pied by the caretaker and others. 
A second shell dug a hole in the 


embassy garden. 
The embassy was hit thrice last 
July. 


The shells last night were fired 
in one of the most severe fascist 
bombings of Madrid in a long time. 
Many shells fell in the embassy 
zone, which is supposed to be neu- 
tral. 

Seven persons were killed and 18 
wounded when a six-inch shell 
smashed into the dining room of 
one building in the embassy dis- 
trict where a large crowd was at- 
tending a private banquet. The room 
was wrecked. The body of an un- 
identified French woman was found

* The sham “withdrawal” of Italian fas- 
cist troops from Spain as a “condition”. of 
the Anglo-Italian deal is now exposed for 
what it is: a mockery, a subterfuge merely 
to aid Chamberlain jam through his pact 
with Mussolini. 

This is how the Munich treachery is ex- 
tending the war in Spain. This is how Mus- 
solini, who now has 90,000 troops fighting 
“+ against the Spanish people, is encouraged to 
* ship in more. 

* The world is witnessing now how the 
Munich system is accelerating the fascist 
war against Spain. 

Spanish fascism, indeed, tipped off about

Earl Browder, when in Paris-last month 
shortly after the Munich betrayal had re« 
vulsed the world, warned that Spain had 
been chosen as the next objective of the 
Four-Power plotters. In this connection he 
added: 

“Spain is the cultural motherland of 
Latin America. We warn the people of the 
United States that if fascism, already the 
hegemon of Europe, is permitted thus to 
crush the Spanish Republic, the conse- 
quences to all the Americas will be swift 
and catastrophic.” 

This warning assumes manifold signifi- 
cance in the light of Japan’s intensified war 
against China and against American inter- 
ests. In his last speech before the House
